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to  establish  his'  power,  and  then  manifesl  the  use  he  is  dis))Osed  to: 
make  of  it ;  in  a  word,  we  wduld  fairly  liot  implicitly  trust  him. 

Since  these  remarks  were  committed  to  paper,  l/)rd  Grey  has* 
declared  his  sentiments  on  ihe  present  state  of  things,  and  in  some  of 
his  views  we  entirely  and  cordially  concur.  Ilis  Loidship  avows  that 
his  principles  are  most  decidedly  opposed  to  the  existing  factious 
Opposition,  and  that  they  w  ill  induce  him  to  forbear  from  any  pro¬ 
ceeding  which  may  promote  the  return  of  those  men  to  power;  at  the’ 
same  time  he  confesses,  that  looking  back-  on  the  past  career  of 
Mr  C.\KNiNO,  he  can  place  no  confidence  in  his  Administration,  and^ 
cannot  pledge  himself  to  its  support,  except  when  its  measures  may 
accord  with  his  principles.  So  far,  this  is  we  think  the  true  grounds 
which  a  friend  of  the  people  should  occupy,  renouficing  partizanship 
on  the  one  hand,  and  faction  on  the  other,  and  taking  the  public 
advantage  for  his  gukling-star.  But  we  differ  in  degree  with  his* 
Lordship  respecting  the  hopes  to  be  entertained  of  Mr  Canning,  and 
under  circumstances  we  doubt  the  wisdom  of  reciting  the  caUloguu 
of  his  past  offences  as  arguments  against  the  expectation  of  any  future 
good.  NVe  repeat  what  we  have  observed  before,  that  new  motives 
belong  to  the  Premier's  newposiiion,  and  that  those  motives  radiating 
from  self-love,  fortunately  tend  to  the  public  advantage.  It  is,p^-* 
sible  that  Mr  Canning  may  be  blind  to  his  true  policy,  hut  i|r 
least  as  probable  that  he  will  perceive  it,  and  discover  that  TU  direo<^ 
tion  lays  with  liberality,  and  identifies  his  private  interest  with^tlie 
cause  of  the  people.  He  has  the  alluring  opportunity,  rarely  ofibred  ‘ 
to  a  Minister,  of  founding  the  glory  of  a  Crown  on  the  welfare  of  w 
nation.  George  the  Fourth  may  yet  be  rendered  the  most  popular 
Monarch  that  has  ever  sat  on  the  Tlirone  of  England.'  Tiioc^h  uQk  j 
much  of  a  Saint  in  some  particular^  he  may  yet  go  down  to  posteriiy « 
as  the  political  St  I^atrick,  who  delivered  us  from  the  most  obnoxious  i 
reptiles  that  ever  infested  a  soil,  and  plagued  u  long-erMluring  peo¬ 
ple  with  their  bloated  insolence  and  more  liuitful  venom.'  Thia  ’ 
Mr  Canning  may  not  see;  he  may  endeavour  to  trim  between  two  ^ 
opposite  interests,  to  shape  his  course  between  wind  and  water;  if 
like  that  unhappy  creature  tlie  fiying-fiah,  he  will  find  no  safety  or  • 
rest  in  either  element :  if  he  takes  to  tlie  Aristocracy,  he  will  be  pur-  ' 
sued  by  the  People;  and  when  he  drops  into  the  more  solid  element 
to  restore  vigour  and  expansion  to  his  shrivelled  wings,  he  will

Ti E  factious  fury  of  the  Outs  is  now  subsiding ;  their  heat  is  cooling

There  is  a  sort  of  operative  animal,  the  especial  growth  of  our 
oligarchical  system,  that  has  at  all  times  been  more  or  less  miichievous, 
but  which  the  more  general  diffusion  of  information,  and  consequent 
ability  to  estimate  the  extent  of  the  nuisance,  are  beginning  to  render 
unendurable.  We  allude  to  a  class  composed  of  the  junior  branches 
of  the  more  opulent,  intluentiul,  and  lofty  families  of  our  Aristocracy. 
We  regard  indeed  the  birth  of  the  younger  son  of  a  Duke  or  a  Marquis 
who  lias  eight  or  ten  lioroughs  in  possession,  as  a  national  misfortune, 
seeing,  that  however  unfit  for  office,  lie  is  bom  to  serve  hit  country  '^ 
in  other  words,  to  abstract  some  thousands  a-yeai'  from  the  ^blic 
revenue,  sometimes  fordoing  nothing,  which  is  bad ;  and  at  oiheft  for 
doing  misdiief,  which  is' worse.  It  is  mortif)ring  enougU  to  JtfV  a 
Lord  Cliief  Justice  [Best]  advocate  the  propriety  of  tb‘e  pa$ 

to  these  Noble  aspirants  in  the  Army>  Navy,  and  \Jkfi.  C,^rcb  ‘to  tl^ 
constant  supercession  of  seniority  and  meat;  th<^  Tatnimry  ia 
truly  repulsive  when  extended  to  the  appropciatHm  of  whioli 
are  connected  with  the  present  and  futq^  ^^t^beiDg^'jtbousands.

and  Lord  Williams,  as  a  body,  may  be  deemed^  hv  MnrI 


able  cadet  of  rank  may  not  now  and  then  arise  to  form  an  exception 
to  this  rule ;  but  the  exception  should  be  very  strongly  established 
indeed,  before  a  man  whose  education,  connexion,  ajid  primary 
associations,  are  all  in  their  nature  uncongenial,  should  be  obtruded 
into  situations  where  to  act  erroneously  is  not  to  produce  present  mis- 
drief  only,  but  to  entail  a  series  of  consequences  whicn  may  reach 
remotest  posterity. 

The  pamphlet,  the  title  of  which  heads  this  article,  supplies  some 
details  which  strikingly  confirm  the  justice  of  our  preceding  observa¬ 
tion.  The  manner  in  which  the  name  of  Lord  Charles  Somerset  has 
Ipng  been  coupled  wiA  the  sufferings,  complaints,  and  discontent  of  a 
large  proportion  of  the  inhabilahts  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  if  it 
has  fallen  short  of  proving  him  guilt^  of  all  the  caprice  and  oppression 
whidi  have  been  laid  to  his  charge,  had  previously  settled  our  opinion 
of  his  extreme  unfitness  for  the  trust  reposed  in  him.  Tliere  may  be 
more  or  lest  truth  in  popular  charges  against  an  individual  in  office, 
but  there  are  some  which  can  never  be  advanced  against  a  wise,  and 
others  that  can  scarcely  assail  a  truly  honourable,  man.  It  is  easy  to 
understand  how  the  supercilious,  unbending  brother  of  an  ultra  Tory 
Duke  may  be  repulsive,  unpleasant,  opposed  to  popular  privileges, 
unfriendly  to  the  press,* and  so  on.  The  education  and  habits  of  the 
man  are  here  in  fault ;  he  should  not  have  been  appointed  to  the  office 
— 4hat  is  all;  but  when  we  learn  that  he  employs  espionnage,  is  a 
profitable  horse-dealer,  a  dabbler  in  petty  and  malignant  persecution, 
a  merciless  sacrlficer  of  the  profit  and  well-being  of  thousands  to  his 
jealousy,  his  resentment,  and  his  whims, — without  taking  everything 
asserted  for  granted — we  involuntarily  conclude  that  he  is  not  adapted 
to  govern  his  fellow-creatures.  The  letter  of  Sir  llufane  Donkin, 
althougli  to  a  certain  degree  expartCj  is  grounded  upon  documents 
which  establish  points  in  reference  at  once  to  temper,  conduct,  and 
capacity,  which  induce  us  to  rejoice  that  a  Minister  who  has  so  long 
pfotl^t^d  ^a  display  of  lh*em,  is  no  longer  in  office.  Our  colonial 
roana^em^nt  is  discreditable  at  best,  but  the  pranks  which  have  been 
lacanlfy  played  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  are  of  an  especial  kind, 
and  exhibit  that  insolent  reliance  on  family  interest  and  hohrie  pro¬ 
tection,  which  demonstrate  in  the  strongest  possible  way  the  danjsfcr 
of  placing  the  destination  of  rising  colonics  and  establishments  under 
Aristocratical  auspices  of  this  description.  It  is  bad  enough  to  give 
a  Lord  Charles  10,000/.  per  annu’.n,  when  an  able  Lieut.  Governor 
cart  be  had  for  5,000/. ;  it  is  still  worse  to  give  him  double  w’ages  for 
acting  unwisely  and  unwell. 

The  case  unfolded  by  Sir  Riifane  Donkin  may  be  thus  briefly  de¬ 
scribed  : — He  was  appointed  Lieutenant-Governor  in  the  absence  of 
^rd  Charles  Somerset  on  a  visit  to  England,  and  proceeded  under 
iifipmssions  and  recommendations  to  exercise  his  independent  aulho- 
rilv  in  a  vigilant  and  economical  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the 
colony.  The  location  and  settlement  at  New  Albany,  and  foundation 
of  two  towns  named  Bathurst  and  Fredericsberg,  particularly  sig-  ' 
nalized  his  administration  ;  and,  prima  faciej  there  apj>ears  nothing  to 
account  for  th.e  extraordinary  enmity  displayed  to  him  on  the  return 
of  lAyd  Charles  Somerset,  other  than  a  pubjic  reprimand,  which  he 
had  been  under  the  necessity  of  bestowing  upon  Major  Henry  Somer- 
let,  his  son,  who,  in  the  spirit  of  his  family  assumption,  had  despised 
his  auihbrity,  and  rendered  notice  absolutely  necessary.  Wliatever 
the  cause  of  personal  oflence,  the  resumption  of  authority  by  Lord 
Charles,  on  hjs  return  to  his  government,  was  marked  with  extreme 
rudeness  to  Sir  llufane  Donkin,  even  to  the  refusal  of  all  personal 
communication  with  him,  A  letter  of  approbation,  transmitted  to  lliat 
officer  by  Lord  Bathurst,  which  reached  the  Cape  after  his  departure, 
nfver  found  its  way  to  him,  until,  hearing  of  its  existence,  he  spiritedly 
demanded  iU  production.  To  the  ruin  of  numbers,  and  the  dismay 
of  all  concerned,  the  new  towns  of  Bathurst  and  Fr^ericsberg  were 
d^troyed,  for  what  reason,  except  spleen  and  enmity  to  himself,  Sir 
Rufane  appears  ignorant;  and  to  crown  all,  a  garbled  charge  follows 
bftn  to  Europe  in  respect  to  certain  informal  grants  of  land  —a  charge 
which  he  professes  to  have  answered  altogether  satisfactorily,  with  the 
•xception  of  one  grant,  to  the  aforesaid  Major  Henry  Somerset,  which

anything  more.  The  letter-writer,  however,  by  no  means  stow 
here ;  his  more  important  object  is  to  show  that,  howeeer  actuate? 
whether  by  resentment  or  jealousy,  the  manner  in  which  Lord  Charles 
Somerset  undid  all  that  had  been  doing  by  a  Governor  acting  under 
the  authority  of  the  Crown,  and  in  the  face  of  its  appro\\l 
oppressive,  unautbofited,  unjust,  and  injurious;  and  he  certafelv 
brings  documents  to  countenance  the  assertion.  He  further  compares 
the  expensive  and  burlhensome  measures  and  expenditure  of  Lord 
Charles  Somerset  with  his  own ;  and  shows  what  the  Government  and 
the  Colony  have  lost  by  the  change.  He  glances  also  at  certain  horse 
and  cattle  dealing  of  a  most  curious  description  ;  and  narrates  some 
arbitrary  acts  and  proceedings  in  regard  to  removals  and  appoint¬ 
ments,  which  are  remarkably  illustrative.  Lastly,  he  announces  bis 
intention  to  get  into  Parliament  if  possible,  in  order  to  bring  the  con- 
duct  of  Lord  Charles  Somerset  before  the  House ;  partly,  and  in  il.c 
first  instance,  to  protect  and  defend  himself,  but  subsequently  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  llie  earnest  request  of  the  numerous  victims  of  that 
Governor’s  policy,  who  having  learnt  his  ill-treatment,  have  naiuf^ly 
enough  sought  to  induce  him  to  represent  that  of  tife  ihinf 
colonists  and  settlers  who  have  fallen  a  sacrifice  to  sinoilai 
spleen,  and  wrong-headedness. 

We  have  given  more  space  to  this  notice,  ^because,  leaving  the 
representations  of  Sir  Rufane  Donkin  to  be  judged  of  by  his  testimony 
and*  authorities,  we  regard  one  general  inference  as' undeniable— we 
mean  the  appropriation  of  colonial  governments  to  men  whose  known- 
prudence,  principle,  and  ability,  have  not  established  some  forcibli*' 
claims  to  employment.  We  cannot  afford  to  bribe  borough  proprie¬ 
tors  with  the  sacrifice  of  the  property  and  prosperity  of  confiding 
thousands  ;  to  say  nothing  of  the  execrable  consequences  of  a  display 
of  intimidation,  espionnage,  and  favouritism,  of  a  nature  to  make  ao 
English  colonist  the  most  servile,' and  intriguing  of  slaves.  The 
manner  in  which  Colonel  Bird,  apparently  one  of  the  most  manly’ 
and  candid  of  official  persons,  seems  to  have  sufiered  for  being, 
simply  honourable,  and  jmpartiiil  in  his  conduct  between  the 
splenetic  Lord  and  the  objects  of  his  resentment,  exhibits  a  sad  picture 
of  the  delusive  influence  of  Aristocratical  arrogance  of  this  description,, 
and  unfortunately  several  others  have  shared  the  inconvenience  with 
Colonel  Bird.  Sir  Rufane  Donkin,  however,  is  clearly  a  man 
who  is  not  to  be  extinguished’  with  impunity ;  and  we  bare 
reason  to  believe  that  an  expose  is  preparing,  which  even  the  torougfl 
of  Monmouth,  linked  to  all  the  rest  of  the  Beaufort  dependencies,  will 
not  be  entirely  able  to  smother,  and  which,  if  it  cannot  undo  per¬ 
petrated  mischief,  may  hold  up  its  authors  to  merited  contempt.

IMr  Editor, — As  the  Press  is  at  once  the  most  faithful  and  unerring 
organ  for  the  publication  of  acts  committed  (in  this  culightened  age,  and  at 
this  epoch  of  sound  philanthropy)  against  reason  and  justice,  it  appears  to 
me  advisable  to  make  known  to  the  liberal  British  public  a  scandalous  and 
inhuman  act  perpetrated  by  the  Constitutional  Government  of  Portugal, 
without  legal  cause. 

JMr  Romero  Alpnente,  a  Spanish  F.migrant  in  this  country,  embarked  ou 
tlie  2nd  ultimo  for  Lisbon,  with  the  object  to  recover  bis  health,  debilitated 
by  the  unheard-of  sufTerings  he  endured  in  the  Inquisition  of  Murcia,  at  the 
horrible  epoch  of  1814.  He  expected,  through  the  assistance  of  his  friends 
and  acquaintances  in  Portugal  and  Spain,  to  be  able  to  pass  the  rest  of  hia 
days  in  a  less  suffering  state. 

When  Mr  Alpuente  was  tranquilly  at  rest,  under  the  safeguard  of  the 
established  laws  and  the  inviolable  rights  of  au  hospitable  asylum,  he  was 
forcibly  taken  from  hii  house  at  night,  and,  guarded  by  an  armed  force, 
was  conducted  on  bobrd  an  English  vessel,  which  has  brought  him  to 
England.  'I'his  outrage  is  the  more  striking,  when  we  consider  the  civic 
virtues,  public  ciiaracter,  and  liberal  principles  wiiich  distinguish  the  illus* 
trious  Romero  Alpuente,  at  the  advanced  age  of  72  years. 

In  the  disgraceful  epoch  of  the  Prince  of  Peace,  when  the  greater  |Fact 
of  the  Spanish  Authorities,  either  from  weakness,  corruption,  or  igiMirance. 
submitted  to  liis  insane  caprices,  the  celebrated  Romero  Alpuente  preserved 
the  honour  and  dignity  of  an  inexorable  Magistrate  and  incorruptible  Couu*- 
cillor.  During  the  memorable  period  of  the  War  of  In  lependence  against 
a  Conqueror  the  most  dreaded  amongst  Sovereigns,  this  respected  patriot 
was  one  of  those  who  rendered  the  most  essential  services  to  the  common 
cause  of  England,  Spain,  and  Portugal.  His  writings  and  proclamationii 
excited  an  electrical  fire,  which  animated  all  classes  in  the  state.  Tins 
worthy  representative  of  the  Spanish  Congress,  philanthropic  patriot,  up¬ 
right  magistrate,  and  learned  writer,  in  the  closing  period  of  his  liberal 
career  and  political  life,  has  been  treated  by  tiie  Government  of  Portugal 
with  ingratitude  and  iguominy.  AVithout  regard  for  his  noble  qualities,  nis 
age,  and  suiferings  moral  and  physical,  they  have  confounded  him  with  the 
most  factious  rebels  and  dreaded  criminals.  His  o|)cn,  persevering,  and 
unimpeaciiable  conduct  as  a  Magistrate  and  Depufy,  was  marked  by  well- 
known  facts  and  imperishable  circumstances. 

In  my  opinion,  tite  secret  enemies  of  all  Governments  ^Ided  by  just  and 
equitable  laws,  have  conspired — (prompted  by  cowardly  fears) -^against 
the  immortal  patriot,  in  order  to  deprive  Spain  of  a  just  and  enlightened 
defender  of  ;he  country's  liberties,  and  afllicled  humanity  of  a  friend.  ^

BIOGllAPllICAL  MEMOIR. 

[From  a  Dublin  paper.‘\ 

Died,  in  the  course  of  last  week,  at  a  very  advanced  age,  at  bit  lodgioH 
in  Chancery  lane,  Joriv  Scott,  a  person  well  known  in  that 
for  many  years.  ‘  'J’his  singular  character  commenced  life  as  a  Methodfti 
Preacher,  and  during  the  first  year  of  his  calling  attracted  but  little  notice 
amongst  those  of  his  own  communion.  Having  however  upon  one  occaaion 
taken  for  a  text — For  where  your  treasure  ii,  thefe  will  your  heart  bb 
also,”  he  enlarged  with  so  much  earnestness  and  sincerity  upon  his  subjecL 
that  he  increased  the  number  of  his  auditors,  although  he  never  became 
what  is  called  a  Popular  Preacher,  Having  continued  for  tome  years  in 
the  **  preaching  line,”  in  which,  it  is  said,  he  collected  a  goo^  deal  df 
money,  he  turned  his  thoughts  to  a  more  profane  employment,  anB

*  tiotict,  and  thit  the  humourous  peculiarities  of  his  character  became  the 
■ttbject  of  conversation  amongst  his  iieiglil>ours.  Although  he  had  collected 

'  together  a  number  of  old  suits  in  his  little  sliop,  yet  he  showed  a  great 
unwillingness  to  dispose  of  any  of  them,  and  became  very  irritable  when 
called  upon  to  do  so.  But  he  did  not  confine  himself  to  the  trade  of  suits — 
he  followed  the  occupation  of  a  pawnbroker,  common  cr/er,  cabinet-maker, 
journeyman  barber,  and  also  professed  to  bleed.  From  the  variety  of  his 
callings,  and  having  too  much  business  on  hand,  he  frequently  disappointed 
customers,  and  gave  but  little  satisfaction.  However,  having  a  very 
‘  plausible  way  of  putting  them  off,  and  as  they  had  no  other  shop  to  go  to, 
bis  beinv  the  only  one  in -the  line  in  the  neighbourhood,  they  called  again 

*  and  again,  until  they  got  at  least  part  of  their  orders.  From  the  various 
trades  which  he  followed,  and  by  which  he  became  frequently  confused  and 
distracted,  a  numl>er  of  ludicrous  mistakes  are  recorded  as  having  been 
committed  by  him  in  the  course  of  business :  When  a  person  called  in  to 
bargain  about  a  suit,  *  old  Scott,*  mistaking  what  he  wanted,  has  been 

■  known  to  force  him  into  a  chair,  and  to  bleed  him  profusely,  before  the 
astonished  customer  could  recover  from  his  surprise.  Upon  another  occasion 

*  he  was  on  the  point  of  extracting  a  tooth  from  an  old  woman,  the  only  one 
she  had  left,  and  who  came  to  redeem  some  article  which  had  been  for 

'many  years  lying  in  his  pawnbroking  department.  His  cabinet-making 
Jwat  uev«»r  much  liked  ;  and  it  was  supposed,  that  being  unable  to  perfect  a 
1  piece  of  work  for  which  he  had  got  an  order  from  some  Nobleman  a  few 
•weeks  since,  it  so  preyed  upon  his  mind  that  it  caused  his  death.  As  he 
advanced  in  yeais,  his  habits  became  very  penurious,  and,  although  his 
laaviugs  had  by  this  time  amounted  to  several  thousand  pounds,  yet  he 
demanded  an  allowance  from  the  pariNh,  and  subsisted  altogether  on  public 
contributions.  His  dress  presented  a  singular  contrast  to  the  times  in  w’hich 
ho  lived.  It  was  of  the  fashion  of  two  centuries  ago;  and  he  used  fre¬ 
quently  to  boast,  that  he  disliked  all  the  modern  improvements  which  had 
taken  place  in  the  habits  of  mankin«l.  He  used  to  call  it  a  most  dangerous 
innovation,  ar»d  strenuously  insisted  that  there  could  be  no  safety  in  a  country 
where  slashed  sleeves,  Happed  waistcoats,  and  cocked  hats  were  abandoned 
<find  given  up.  In  his  own  (piaiiit  style,  he  used  to  call  this  old  form  of  dress 
a  noble  defence  for  the  consiitution,  and  particularly  congenial  to  the  body 
.(politic).  He  was  extremely  addicted  to  telling  long  stories,  but  was 
seldom  known  to  come  to  the  end  of  tlieni.  In  doing  so  he  used  to  make 
freqatV^f  allusions  to  his  conscience,  which  some  people  thought  indicated  a 
Tetumra^  W  early  calling  of  a  Preacher,  but  which  many  thought  meant 
nothing.  In  Kii  he  was  very  slow,  and  put  hU  foot  down  with  so 
•mudi  cautidti  thcT  iudecUion,  that  he  generally  covered  more  time  than 
■ground.  He  seldom  partook  of  amusemeut,  and  the  only  place  to  which 
he  resorted  was  a  small  Cock  Pit  at  Westminster,  where  he  was  considered 
'•  better  judge  of  a  feather  than  a  spur,  and  was  sometimes  called  upon  to 
arbitrate^  upon  disputed  bets.  He  seldom  however  decided  at  the  instant, 
which  often  enabled  the  loser  to  decamp,  and  left  the  winner  without  his 
•money.  It  is  said  that  he  is  not  much  regretted  at  the  Pitt,  although  we 
have  heard  that  some  .few  brokers  in  the  Borough  have  expressed  concern 
his  loss.  He  has  left  behind  him  a  large  personal  fortune  ;  and  amongst 
other  assets  found  by  bis  executors,  are  a  number  of  un finished  suits  and 
Murtdestned  pledges.  He  always  showed  a  great  dislike  to  having  his 
bouse  cleaned,  and  it  presents  a  curious  accumulation  of  rubbish  and  lum¬ 
ber.  Amongst  other  rumours  as  to  the  cause  of  his  sudden  dissolution,  it 
bas  been  ascribed  to  some  irregularities  which  he  was  betrayed  into  at 
tlw  Apslry  public-house,  near  Hyde  Park  corner,  where  he  spent  much  of 
bis  time,  it  is  said,  in  rather  loose  company,  during  the  week  before  his 
death  t  we  are  inclined  however  to  think  that  we  hit  on  the  real  cause  iu  a 
preceding  part  of  this  memoir.  Tlie  persons  who  had  assembled  at  the 
jipsUtf  were  some  journeymen  cabinet-makers,  who  were  on  the  turn  out 
against  their  roaster,  aud  who  had  formed  a  combination  against  a  new  and 
very  skilful  foreman  whom  he  had  taken  into  his  employment.  H.

Lord  LoNDOsnr.RRY  moved  for  various  papers  respecting  ofBcial  appoint¬ 
ments,  pensions,  &c.  but  would,  he  said,  withdiaw  his  motion  if  any  Noble 
J/>rd  would  say  that  the  present  Administration  was  a  consolidated  and 
hot  a  provisional  one.  He  waiHcd  to  know  how  the  Government  stood. 
He  understood  from  report,  that  the  First  l.ord  of  the  'I'reasury  was  to 
receive  a  pension 'of  3,000/.  for  his  services,  whether  he  remained  in 
oflipe  or  not,  and  that  various  alterations  were  contemplated, — departures 
from  the  plan  settled  by  the  wisdom  of  our  ancestors.  He  did  not  speak 
pertonatig,  when  he  said  that  the  arrangements  of  the  present  Administra- 
tioQ  were  the  meanest  and  most  contemptible  that  had  ever  been  submitted 
to  a  Legislature,  and  if  proper  explanation  was  not  aflbrtled,  he  should,  day 
after  day,  endeavour  to  show  up  to  the  country  iu  contemptible  position. 
He  should  even  go  a  little  farther  {LtughUr.J  There  were  various  reports

On  the  subject  of  Reform,  he  still  retained  his  opinion.  Its  progress  shoul(> 
be  gradual  and  correspond  with  the  march  of  intellect.  It  was  not  for  thtf 
Right  Hon.  Gentleman’s  opposition  to  reform  that  he  objected  to  him  ;  bli# 
he  had  for  years  past  given  his  efficient  support  to  very  many  laws  |iaS'>c<t 
hostile  to  liberty,  and  Unless  lie  retraced  Ids  steps,  he  Could  not  confide  ia 
him  as  a  friend  to  civil  liberty.  Let  the  repeal  of  the  law  so  hostile  to  th# 
liberty  of  the  press,  which  made  a  second  conviction  for  Kbel  a  transjiortable 
offence,  be  proposed,  and  thus  bring  the  Right  Hon  Gentleman’s  principles 
to  the  test.  Such  were  his  (Ixird  G.’s)  peculiar  notions,  for  he 
sorry  to  say,  he  was  now  almost  without  political  coiineximiv  of  any  kind# 
and  he  fell  .some  distrust  of  his  own  judgment,  on  finding  himself  so  ojvposed 
to  his  Noble  Friends.

If  the  majority  of  the  electors  was  not  guilty,  it  would 
be  unjust  to  punish  them  for  the  vices  of  ihe  few.  |tu|uiry  was  necessary. 

Lonl  SiAMSY  was  of  opinion  that  a  large  portion  of  the  Electors  <|f 
Penryn  was  impure,  and  that  the  right  of  voting  should  be  bestowed  on

Tot  affairs  of  Portugal  seem  to  be  every  day  acquiring  a  more  vague 
and  ufiinielligible  character — at  least  to  the  uninstructed  gaze  of  those 
«bo  hare  little  to  guide  them  beyond  the  stateitient  and  counter- 
sufement  received  through  the  public  journals.  According  to  the 
B-wt  appurcriily  cool  and  able  accounts  of  this  description,  difficulties 
irem  to  be  rather  increasing  than  diminishing,  and  chiefly  in  reference 
to  points  which  ought  to  be  of  the  least  possible  consequence.  Thus, 
under  a  given  Charter,  it  is  made  a  subject  of  grand  debate  whether, 
in  the  event  of  the  decease  of  the  valetudinarian' Princess  Recent, 
soother  sliail  be  appointed  who  would  proceed  without  hesitation  to 
destroy  the  Charter  itself;  as,  for  instance,  the  Queen  Dowager, 
or  her  hopeful  son  Miguel.  That  is  to  say,  Portuguese  partizans 
are  re^  gravely  disputing,  whether  the  Charter  docs  not  bind  to  the 
appointment  of  an  authority  that  will  ensure  its  own  destruction  ! 
We  can  see  much  in  all  this  to  prove  the  sickly  want  of  energy  and 
decided  purpose  which  characterises  the  ruling  powers  at  Lisbon  ;  but 
that  luch  questions  can  exist  at  all,  in  the  present  state  of  things, 
(brms  a  species  of  political  satire  of  no  common  kind.  To  say  the 
truth,  we  begin  to  look  with  some  apprehension  to  the  disposition  of 
UrCAvxiKo  to*  act  up  to  the  spirit  of  his  commencing  interference 
m  fhisouarter.  The  manner  in  which  the  Spanish  army  has  been  so  long 
lllovred  to  demonstrate  on  the  Portuguese  frontier,  is  a  virtual  warfare 
lya’uist  the  settlement  of  the  new  Government,  by  countenancing  the 
ipirii  of  insurgency  wherever  the  embers  of  it  may  exist.  Coupling 
ihii  with  die  harsh  treatraent  of  the  Consfitutional  Spaniards  who  have 
•oui^hi  refuge  in  Portugal,  and  we  look  in  vain  to  any  feasible  clue 
to  lead  us  honourably  out  of  the  labyrinth  of  contradictory  policy 
ahich  seems  the  order  of  the  day  at  Lisbon.  The  new  Opposition  in 
toe  Iy)rds  seem  to  feel  the  rising  dilemma,  for  Lord  Ellen uorougu 
as  inquired,  with  much  affected  simplicity,  when,  as  the  insurgents

•  It  appears  that  a  mutiny  has  bioken  out  in  fhe  Portuguese  garrifon 
at  Elvas,  which,  although  at  once  quelled,  eviitcW  the  utter  impos¬ 
sibility  of  half-measures  in  the  way  of  ensuring  a  COftstitution  to 
Portugal.  In  fact,  the  Spanish  army  is  nursing  disturbance  ifl  along 
the  frontier,  and  that  much  better  than  by  crossing  it,  which  would  at 
once  produce  British  resistance,  and  put  an  end  10  lh§  frtree  by  de^ 
cided  warfare. 

We  learn  that  troops  are  about  to  proceed  to  Canada,  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  the  disturbances  in  the  Upper  Province,  pro  luced  by  the 
act  to  remove  foreign  settlers.  Query — lias  this  act  been  produced  by 
jealousy  of  such  of  them  as  are  natives  of  the  United  Stales?  This  is' 
not  improbable;  and  looking^to  original ‘habits' and  predilections, 
some  disposition  toward  an  ultimate  annexation  to  the  American  Re¬ 
public  may  reasonably  enough  be  apprehended  from  a  numerous 
body  of  that  description. — It  is  truly  edifying  to  read  the  petition  of 
the  Senate  of  Nova  Scotia,  requesting  the  removal  of  every  civil  dis¬ 
ability  from  their  Catholic  fellow-subjects.  The  absence  of  all  direct 
interest  in  the  injury  of  our  fellow-creatures  •would  reduce  Uie  science 
of  polices  to  a  primer.  Take  away  the  stimulus  from  the  knaves  who 
profit,  and  the  fools  whorn  they  inveigle  in  their  train  would  rapidly 
yield  to  reason  and  humanity. 

Canning  and  Maurepas. — Mr  Canning  has  likened  Mr  IIus- 
KissoN,  our  most  enlightened  and  able  Minister,  to  Turgot.  There 
are  more  resemblances  than  this  in  that  portion  of  French  history. 
When  we  read  Marmontel’s  character  of  Maurepas,  we  can 
imagine  it  a  picture  of  our  Premier  himself,  drawn  by  an  unfavourable 
but  skilful  hand,  with  just  truth  enough  to  make  the  sketch  applicable 
without  in  the  least  affecting  the  injustice  of  the  design— the  outline, 
in  some  parts  singuUrly  faithful,  the  colouring  generally  false:—* ‘ 

**  Superficial  and  incapable  of  any  serious  and  profound  application,  but 
endowed  with  a  facility  of  perception  and  intelligence  that  unravelled  in* 
an  instant  the  most  complicated  business,  he  supplied  in  the  Council  by 
habit  and  dexterity  what  he  wanted  in  study  and  reflection.  Accessible 
and  mild,  with  a  supple,  insinuating,  and  flexible  mind,  JettiU  in  strata¬ 
gem  Jor  attack,  in  address  for  defence,  in  subterfuge  to  etude,  in  sh\fts  to 
divert,  in  u  i/ticisms  to  disconcert  the  serious  by  his  pleasantry,  in  expt- 
dient^f  to  eriricate  himself  from  the  nicest  and  most  threatening  difficultUsi 
a  keen  and  rapid  eye  to  seize  on  the  follies  or  foibles  of  menf  an  itnper* 
ceptible  art  to  entice  them  to  his  trap,  to  lead  them  where  he  wished ;  an 
art  yet  more  formidable,  of  ,  turning  everything  into  ridicule,  even  merit 
itself,  ,when  he  wished  to  undervalue  it ;  in  fine,  the  art  of  enlivening  and 
simplifying  the  labours  of  the  Cabinet,  made  MaUrcpas  the  most  seducing 
of  Ministers:  and  had  it  been  requisite  only  to  leach  a  Kiiiffici  wield  tkn 
sceptre  lightly  and  adroitly,  to  make  a  mockery  of  men  and  .things,  and 
the  duty  of  governing  an  amusement,  Maurepas  would  have  been,  without 
any  comparison,  the  man  they  ought  to  have  chosen.  .  *  ’.  *  m* 

.  .  .  ,  A  vigilant  attention  to  preserve  Ifis  ascendancy  oirr 

the  mind  of  the  King,  and  his  predominance  in  the  Council,  made  him 
easily  jealous  even  of  the  choice.s  he  had  himself  made,  and  this  anxiety 
was  his  only  passion  that  had  any  activity.  ...... 

.  .  .  •  .  He  might  perhaps  be  sincerely  desirous  of  the  public

tlJe  Chief  Justice  of  the  Common  Pleas,  Sir  W.  Best,  has  been 
aaakiug  a  singular  exposure  of  |ns  hatred  of  the  Press,  his  bad  temperi 
and  bis  total  forgetfulness  of  decorum  and  even  of  law.  Last  term’ 
i  trumpery  action  for  libel  was  tried  before  him,  which  a  Jew 
bailiff  had  brought  against  a  printer  for  some  humourous  verses 
d^'ripfive  of  a  mistake  the  plaintiff  had  made  in  breakin#  into  a 
fadyli  ^odrn  when  in  search  of  a  gentleman.  The  Judge  pronounced 
the  verses  libellous,  with  all  lliat  mock  gravity  which  in  such  cases 
serves  a/limsy  cover  for  an  inveterate  longing  to  check  the  freedom 
of  sif Idling  and  publishing.  But  the  Jury,  who  saw  that  the  action 
was  of  the  vilest  pettifogging  character,  acquitted  the  defendant, 
clearly  in  order  to  protect  him  from  the  costs  for  \«hich  perhaps  some 
sharking  lawyer  hungered.  On  that  occasion  the  Judge — very  inde¬ 
cently,  in  our  opinion — expressed  his  chagrin  and  disappointment  at 
the  verdict ;  anu  this  of  course  was  an  encouragement  to  the  parties 
to  filove  for  a  new  trial.  Here  we  see  a  striking  example  of 
(be  mischief  which  a  Judge  does  by  giving  vent  to  his  peevishness, 
and  insulting  a  Jury  by  carping  at  their  decision  :  here  are  additional 
•xpcDse  and  vexation,  produced  entirely  by  the  gratuitous  expression 
uf  the  Judges  difference  of  opinion  with  tlie  Jury. 

Well,  the  Bailiff,  or  his  Attorney,  as  everybody  anticipated,  moves 
tor  a  new  trial  this  term  ;  and  the  Chief  Justice,  whose  bile  teems  to 
be  disturbed  anew  at  the  bare  recollection  of  his  former  mortification, 
instantly  grants  the  motion,  and  accompanies  his  assent  with  a  very 
^sh  ebullition  against  the  refractory  Jury  :  —

— Mr  Fateu 
took  a  review  of  the  origin  and  effects  of  these  Acts,  and  pointed  out 
tile  impolicy,  the  injustice,  and  the  absurdity  of  their  being  allowed 
to  continue  upon  the  statute-book.

The  worthy  gentleman  concluded 
this  speech,  by  moving  a  resolution  which  embodied  the  subataoceof  hit 
observations.— Mr  Pixon  said,  he  saw  no  reason  for  adopting  it,  inasmuch 
as  the  Acts  in  question  were  qever  put  in  force,  and  he  therefore  thought 
that  it  was  better  to  let  well  alone. — Mr  Alderman  Wood  supported  the

— Several  other  gentlemen  expressed  their 
sentiments,  all  oondemnalory  of  tiiese  abominable  Acts.— 'i'he  questioa 
was  then  put,  and  the  original  resolution  carried  by  a'  large  majority. 

The  Press. — At  the  Literary  Fund  dinner,  on  Wednt^sday,  lyjrd  Jobv 
Russel  said,  **  1  am  eager  to  mention  a  circumstance  which  must  add 
much  to  the  prosperity  of  our  Society,  namely,  that  the  gautloioAn  who 
has  couseiited  tq^fiil  the  cliair  of  our  President,  at  our  next  Anniversary 
Festival,  is  the  Right  Honourable  George  Canning,  First  Lord  of  the 
Treasury.

The  .Minister  must  nave  his  laborious  business  as  well  as  other  men ;  tod 
if  the  study  of  letters  can  delight  and  invigorate  the  mind  of  the  mao  (d 
power,  fatigued  by  ilie  (oils  of  office,  ought  not  tlie  man  of  power,  in  his 
turn,  to  amitt  (lie  cau**e  of  letters  against  the  bitter  chances  of  adversity  ? 
(Cheering).  But  let  me  not  be  supposed  for  a  moment  to  admit,  ihaitt 
IS  in  (he  power  of  any  Minister  to  chain  down  the  literary  men  of  Engfsod 
in  servile  dependence.  No  ;  the  time  is  gone  by,  when  a  Minister,**  Dtl 
by  dedication  and  soft  song,"  could  excite  or  suppress  tlie  exertiornof 
men  of  literature  by  tlie  influence  of  Government  patronage,  or  any  auch 
other  mercenary  means,  as  were  disgraceful  both  to  (hem  who  received 
them,  and  to  them  who  gave  tliem.
